CRUISER NEW YORK. 


The Warship sin a. a Drydock and a 
Dilemma.

NEW YORK; Sept. 17.—The cruiser New 
York is in the dry at the New York 
navy-yard, in Br yn, and cannot get 
out until there is such an unusually h 
tide as that on which she went in, nearly 
a month ago. The New York took ad- 
vantage of a spring tide to get into the 
dock, to have her bottom scraped and 
cleaned. It was expected ‘that another 
spring tide would float her out, but the 
spring tide did not come, and the officers 
and cfkw. haya orders to go “watch the 

The sun and moon will co-operate today 
and produce another spring tide, and, if 
the wind sets fair, it is believed that 
there will be enough water to enable the 
New York to get out. If she misses it 
then, she may have 
month or more, and even when she does 
come out, her woes are not over. It has 
been learned that the blocks en which 
the cruiser rests were not fitted so as to be 
moved while the vessel is in dry dock. 
These blocits cover more than one hundred 
square feet of the vessel’s bottom, mak- 
ing large spots, which it has been im- 
possible to scrape or paint. She, there- 
fore, must be moved out of drydock, the 
blocks must be moved, and she must then 
be put back so that other parts of her bot- 
tom may rest on the blocks, permitting 
the painting of the present foul spots. 
Then, perhaps, she will not be allowed to 
leave. ape dock for another night.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 


last a Japanese column from Pung-San

2 pm. a body of Japanese infantry was 
thrown forward in skirmish order and 
kept up a rifte fire upon the enemy until 
dusk. All fighting during che day was 
done by the Pung-San column’ The 
Chinese defenses suffered exceedingly from 
the Japanese fires, but it e doubtful if 
the losses on either side were heavy, as 
the troops of both the Chinese and Japan- 
ese Yenerals took every advantage pos- 
sible of the shelter which the earthworks 
om one side and the nature of the ground 
on the other afforded. Flank attacks upon 
the Chinese post did not deyelop material 
advantage during the day, although the 
Japanese gained some in “position. The 
firing was continued at intervals through- 
night. 

Meantime, the two flanking columns 


Japanese drew a cordon around the 


‘Chinese troops and at 3 o'clock in the 
morning the Japanese attack was de- 
tivered simultaneously and with admirable 
precision. The Chinese, utterly unsus- 
picious of a Japanese attack from the rear, 
became panic-stricken and were cut down 
and bayoneted by hundreds. So well was 
the Japanese attack directed that the 
Chinese were surrounded at every point 
and eventually sought safety in flight. 
Defending the entrenchment were some 
of Viceroy Li-<Hung-Chang’s picked Chinese 
troops drilled by Buropeans. These 
soldiers made a determined stand to the 
last and were cut down to a man. 

The Ping-Yang columns swarmed over 
the damaged defense of the Chinese 
front, completed the rout of the Chinese, 
and the whole of the latter’s position was 
captured by the troops of the Mikado, Half 
an hour after the early morning attack 
commenced the strongly-defended position 
of Ping-Yang was in the hands of the 
Japanese troops. It is believed the Chi- 
nese position at Ping-Yang was defended 
by 20,000 Chinese, of whom only a few es- 
caped. An immense amount of provisions, 
arms, ammunition and other stores, in ad- 
dition to hundreds of flags were captured 
by the Japanese. It is estimated the 
Chinese lost 16,000 men killed, wounded 
and prisoners. 

Among the captured Chinese are several 
of the most prominent commanding officers 
of Chinese troops in Korea. Only a few 


Chinese commanders succeeded in escap- 


ing, and these got away almost immedi- 
ately after the Japanese made an attack 
upon the Chinese rear. Among the Chi- 
nese commanders taken prisoners was 
Gen. Tsoa-Funk-Wai, commander-in-chief 
of the Manchurian army, who fought des- 
perately to the last, and only yielded when 
badly wounded. Only thirty Japanese 
were killed and 270 wounded, including 
eleven Japanese officers. The Japanese, 
when this dispatch was sent, were in ac- 
tive pursuit of the fugitive Chinese, and 
as nearly all of the latter were without 
arms, they will undoubtedly surrender as 
soon as the Japanese overtake them, 

As far as active operations by the Chi- 
nese in Korea are concerned the war is 
practically at an end. The Koreans, who 
have shown sympathy with the Chinese.

THE USUAL CHINESE CRY. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Shanghai says that an-elabo- 
rate system of espionage has been main- 
tained for many years in the Peking pro- 
vinces by the Japanese governm2nt. Since 
the outbreak of the war IIberally-pald 
Japanese agents have been frequent among 
the employees of Chinese public offices 
and in Chinese arsenals. The Chinese au- 
thorities are now dealing with spies sum- 
marily, whether they are Japanese or na- 
tives. 

The telegraph lines from Ping-Yang 
have been interrupted since September 13. 
SWEET THINGS! 

SAN FRANCISOO, Sept. 17.—Advices re- 
ceived in this city from Yiokohama state 
that a corps of trained female nurses bas 
been dispatched from the Tokio training- 
school to the new Japanese military hos- 
pital at Seoul, and others are being spe- 
cially trained for this service. 

Through all Japan the women tave 
caught the war fever and the greatest en- 
thusiasm prevails. A number of ladtes of 
rank have offered to go to the seat of 
war as volunteer nurses and others have 
even offered to raise a corps of female 
warriors; an offer not so strange as might 
at first sight appear, as all Japanese ladies 
of good family are taught the use of the 
sword and halberd and many of them are 
very expert with these weapons. It can, 
however, be safely preditted that tthe last 
affer ‘will not be accepted. 

RESPHRCTIVE CHANCES OF COM- 
BATANTS. 

SAN FRANOISCO, Sept. 17.—Dr. J. F. 
Scott of New York, who for the past two 
years has been in charge of the hospital 
attached to the Methodist mission in Tien- 
Tsin, China, arrived on the steamer 
Oceanic. He tells an interesting story of 
the hostilities in the Orient, though he is 
imclined to look with disfavor on the cause 
of the Japanese, and characterizes their 
much advertised modern civilization as 
nothing more veal or substantial than 
veneering. 

“Tf China can stand off the Japanese 
‘until the middle of October there will de 
no question as to the outcome of ithe 
war,” the said. “China will have an over- 
whelming victory. If, on the other hand, 
Japan forces the fight and lands 200,000 
troops in Korea without loss of time there 
is every reason to suppose that ithe odds 
will be in favor of the Mikado's forces. 

„e reason for this is explained simply.

“Tieh-Tsin is thirty miles up the river,” 
he said, and the river is go shallow that 
no war- vessel could make its way very far 
up stream. In the first place, the 
Japanese war-vessels cannot get over the 
bar. Wien tthe merchant vessels have 
to unioad their cangoes on lighters outside 
the bar and take advantage of the highest 
tide to get over, it is mot a safe experi- 
ment for war-vessels to try to pass, and 
should the Japanese land their soldiers on 
either side of the river they could never 
travel over the miles of marsh that line 
the river below Tien-Tein.

A Malay Steamer Sinks After Hav- 

Ang Received Succor.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17.—One of 
the most peculiar stories of the loss of 
a vessel that has been received in this 
city for many months is brought in ad- 
vices. per the steamer: Oceanic from 
Singapore, via Hong-Kong. The Nam- 
yong, a 1512-ton steamer is said to have 
‘gone down with all hands in the Cari- 
mata Straits, while on a passage from 
Sourabaya to Singapore. 

On the evening of August 7 the British 
steamer Ingraban noticed signals of. dis- 
tress in the direction of Serutu Island, 
and bore down upon them. The Ingraban 
lay to near the island during the night 
and at daybreak the next morning dis- 
covered the Namyong with her head on 
a coral reef.

He then outlined his present and future 
policy, discussing ‘briefly the primary ele- 
ments which constitute an ideal school 
system. 

Under the head of The Child,” whom 
he referred to as the first factor, the all- 
absorbing element of interest to be con- 
sidered, Mr. Search said that to give liv- 
ing returns for the investment of every 
fragment of his time and energy, there 
must be adequate provision for the actual 
necessities of each and every child—not 
as component parts of a great central 
mass, but as individuals. The schools of 
the immediate past have been conservative 
of ‘this great living principle. For thirty 
yeans the cry had been graduation; and 
the result was that the highest interests 
of the child as an individual had been 
made to conform to those of the mass. 

If brighter and more capable than his 
fellows it availed him little, for his rate 
of progress was regulated by. the average 
of the class. If slower and less capable, 
he dragged discouraged at the tail of the 
class, through difficulties he did not un- 
derstand, or dropped to a lower grade. 

While he recognized the great public 
school system as the hope of millions and 
the strength of the republic, Mr. Search 
believed that there were elements of weak- 
ness and blots upon its fair fame which 
were entirely unjustifiable because 
absolutely unnecessary. There were 
advantages in gradation and centralization, 
but they must be of a different kind. The 
day was past that moved all pupils through 
the same grooves and called for the per- 
formance of all details of work simultan- 
eously. Henceforth it must be not the 
pupil for the school, but tha school for 
the pupil. 

Adjustment, adaptation, flexibility and 
conservation, these were the elements of 
strength that must characterize the new 
ducation, so that the schools may arise 
to their true mission by giving more to 
those who give their all, and by holding on 
the road to education that vast mu!titude 
who otherwise drop discouraged by the 
wayside. 

The basis of all school work should be a 
careful provision for physical education, 
for it concerned both intellectual achieve- 
ment and moral possibility. 

_The equipment of the school next claimed 
the speaker’s attention, and he at once 
broached the subject of the inadequate ac- 
commodation furnished here, and expressed 
his candid opinion that this was false 
economy, and that early provision should 
be made to relieve the strain. 

A more enonomical supply of text books 
should also be considered at an early date. 

Courses of study was the next subject 
discussed, and after dwelling upon the 
importance of a continuous line of indus- 
trial education, the speaker paid a tribute 
to the kindergarten system, of which he 
had been a warm advocate for years. The 
industrial education of the child should 
not end, however, with the kindergarten, 
for manual training based his experience 
and intelligence upon actuality and truth, 
and not upon abstraction and definition.

FINAL DECISIONS IN THREE SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA CASES. 

As was announced in thege columns on 
Sunday morning last, the Supreme Court 
has reversed the judgment of Judge Shaw, 
who is directed to sustain’ the demurrer 
to the complaint. in the ease of R. F.

The judgment and order appealed from 
in the case of the San Francisco and 
Fresno Land Company (appellant) vs. Ja- 
bez Banbury, as County ‘Treasurer (re- 
spondent,) are also ordered reversed, the 
court holding that the amount tendered 
was sufficient for the purpose of redeeming 
the sixty-seven lots of land in McPherson’s 
addition to the town of McPherson, sold 
to the State for delinquent taxes on March 
12, 1889, and that the Treasurer should 
have received. it and issued certificates, 
without demanding the fee of 33 per lot, 
for the giving of the legal notice. . 

The judgment of Judge McKinley in

A MIDDAY BLAZE. 


MR. BANNING’S RESIDENCE DR. 
STROYED BY FIRE. 
— 


The Work of Putting Out the Flames 
Greatly. Retarded by Lack of 
‘Water—Only a Shell 
Remains. 


To the lack of sufficient water supply 
on the ‘hills is due another loss of prop- 


erty by fire. Yesterday morning before 


12 o'clock an ‘alarm was turned in from the 
box on the corner of Spring and Second 
streets, and tha department turned out 
promptly in answer to it. The fire was in 
the rasidence of Hancock Banning, at No. 
416 North @roadway, and the alarm had 
just beimg given by telephone. Thinking 
that the blaze was on Broadway, close at 
hand, the police station key wase used 
by an officer to ring the big bell ip the 
City Hall tawer, ‘which somewhat con- 
fused the firemen. 

The ‘Banning house had taken fire in the 
rear, and ‘before tthe department arrived 
the flames had burst through the roof all 
around the cornices. Connection was made 
by the engines to the fire hydrants at the 
corner of Broadway and Temple street. 
This necessitated the laying of long Nnes 
of hose, which naturally consumed comsid- 
erable time. When the engines did finally 
start to work the streams of water lacked 
force, and, do the best they could, the flre- 
men progressed but slowly in their efforts 
to subdue ‘the flames. They did eventually 
gain control of the blaze, ‘but by this time 
the entire rear part of the ho d been 
burned away and = interior badly 
gutted. - 

‘Mrs. Banning was away from home, and 
no one but the servants were in the house 
when the fire started. Not one of them 
could explain the origin of the fire, and 
it is supposed that spontaneous combus- 
tion or a defective flue was the cause. 
Mrs eeper, was at 
in the "kitchen, when all at once 
she discovered smoke coming from the 
woodhouwse, directly underneath her. She 
scream loudly, bringing other servants 
‘8 the room, and the alarm was given 

thet delay. The fire had gained con- 
siderablé headway before being discovered, 
and it soon wrapped the kitchen in flames 
and spread to other ons of the house. 

Nearly all of the furniture on the lower 
floor was carried out by the flremen and 
neighbors, but scarcely any of that in the 
upper story was saved intact. 

The lamentable want of water 10 the 
hill region has been twice illustrated 
during the past week, and to this cause 


alone it is said that property values in 


that delightful portion of the city are de- 
preciating. 

Mr. Banning, it is understood, places 
his loss at about $10,000, which is only 
in part covered by insurance.
